ABOt'T BECATTJB. 


The nervous people residing in an 


about Decatur had cause to be alarmei 
last night, for a most terribly destructive 
cyclone passed dangerously near thi 
city, causing loss of life aud great damagi 
to property 25 miles west, 20 miles north 
west and 14 to 18 miles north. The win 
blew furiously between 7 and 11 o'clock 
last night, and the vivid lightning lit up 
the heavens for miles around. Signs 
creaked, houses were shaken, windows 
rattled, and trees were partly bent over 
and broken by the furious wind. Thi 
storm spent itself after 11 o'clock, nm 
people went to bed thankful that their 
lives and comfortable homes had been 
spared. 


A 


From general telegraphic dispatches 


received at this office this 
forenoon 


we are informed that the storm of lasl 
night at 9:20 o'clock took a northeasterly 
course, doing considerable damage in its 
course at Blue Kidge, near Keuney, on 
the I. M. 11'y. It turned a box car upside 
down, and it was laid with its back on 
the main track; also the roof of another 
was blown oil' and carried quite a dis- 
tance. Near Blue Kidge, in tho bottoms 
of Salt creek, it blowed one house tc 
atoms, killing one lady, aud did other 
damage. Did not learn names. It then 
struck the small section house on the 111. 
Central track near Maron, demolishing it 
completely. Albn carried about 50 yards 
of fence for a distance of a half milo or 
mile. The P. D. k E. passenger, duo here 
at 10:35 ji. ui. from the, west, was delayed 
about 3 flours on account of trees across 
the track, aud they had to be chopped 
away before it could get through. -- 
There weie, we understand, some G or 7 
killed bitweeu Keuuey and the 111. Cent, 
tiackiu the course of the storm. 
There 


is now one or two missing and cannot be 
found at this wilting. The Midland pas- 
senger from the west will be several 
hours late on account of two bridges be- 
ing nearly gone or unsafe to crods. Near 
llillsboro. on the I. * St. L. E'y, the 
storm was quite severe, washing and 
blowing out a bridge, and a passenger 
train went through it.

family could not be ascertained. The 
house in which they lived, 7 niilos north- 
west, was blown to atoms. 


Kichard Hoover, who lives in Pollywog, 


(! miles west, came to Maroa this morning 
and gave particulars of the damage done. 
Mr. Hoover's house was moved oil' its 
foundations aud turned round part way. 
It was partly wrecked, and the barn on 
the place was totally destroyed, Mrs. 
Hoover's leg was broken, and otherwise 
seriously hurt. 


Andrew Hawk)iird°H house was wieck- 


ed, part of it being blown away. The 
family miraculously escaped, and have 
taken refuge at Mr. Hoover's house. Mr. 
HawkyanVs new barn went along witli the 
cyclone, not a particle of it being left to 
show that, Kiieli a structure ever existed 
on thofaim.

clothing going with it. Mrs. Lennon's 
leg was broker, aud one of the five chil- 
dren was badly hurt, as was also an old 
gentleman in the family.

Joseph Emery, and conniu of Major 
Emery, of Maron, was totally wrecked 
aud very little of it loft on the place. 


The Knight farm house and barn were 


blown to atonih, and a man (name un- 
known) living on the place had his leg 
broken.

Buchanan place, had her leg broken, and 
narrowly escaped with her life. 


The barn on the Todil place was wreck- 


ed. 


Fences and trees generally are ruined 


along the course of the tornado, anil some 
stock was killed and crippled.

The report reached Maroa last evening 


that a telegram had been sent from Keu- 
ney to Clinton calling for nil the physi- 
cians in the town to come U> that place at 
once..
